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GOVERNMENT SENDS

“HOME RULE” FOR THE 
BASOUES?

A LAST appeal for a priest was sent 

out to-day by the 1,000 men, women 
and children besieged by Government 
troops in the Alcazar fortress at Toledo. 

Three-quarters of the fortress has now 
been pounded into ruins by shellfire and 
bombs, but the inmates—cadets and their 
families—have refused to surrender or 
allow the women and children to leave. 

To-day they sent a messenger out of the 
building with a request that the besiegers 
should allow a priest to enter, so that 
“they might be allowed to die as 
Christians.’ 

A 
priest was eventually found and conducted 
to the Alcazar. As soon as he had entered 
the bombardment, which had been tem- 
porarily stopped, was resumed.

SAN SEBASTIAN FOOD 


SHORTAGE 
HENDAYE, Friday. 


There has been heavy firing to-day 
round San Sebastian, but owing to the 
impossibility of approaching the battle 
front it is not clear at what objectives the 
firing has been directed. 

The British destroyer Escort put in at 
St. Jean de Luz this afternoon with about 
100 refugees from Gueataria, a little port 
some eight miles west of San Sebastian. 
It appeared, they said, that Fort Pasajes, 
between Irun and San Sebastian, was 
being bombarded by the insurgents. 

In San Sebastian itself the situation is 
reported to be becoming daily more pre- 
carious. Food is both scarce and expen- 
sive, since it can only be brought in by 
sea—a dangerous task in view of the 
insurgent warship off the coast. 

All roads out of the town, except that 
to Bilbao, have been cut off, and the 
Bilbao road is under fire. Four trains are 
stated to be running daily between San 
Sebastian and Bilbao, but obviously no 
food supplies can be brought from the 
latter town, which has a population of 
200,000 souls. In fact, a cargo boat left 
St. Jean de Luz this morning with 600 
tons of provisions for Bilbao. 

The Governor of San Sebastian remains 
optimistic, according to a correspondent 
there. ‘‘ We have reserves, both of food 
and ammunition,’’ he declared. ‘‘ We are 
not able to make a countr-attack, but we 
can defend ourselves for weeks.’’ 

There is no talk of surrender to be 
heard in San Sebastian, and it is cate- 
gorically denied that there have been any 
negotiations along these lines. :

NATIONAL TRUST

N Advisory Committee of the National 
Trust has been formed for Northern 

| Ireland, with the Right Hon. M. M. 
M‘Causland, H.M.L., as chairman and repre- 
sentative of the committee on the Central 
Council; Captain J. P.. Perceval-Maxwell, 
D.L., as deputy chairman, and Mr. A. 8. G. 
Loxton, as hon. secretary. 

Although the committee has only been in 
existence for a short period, several properties 
of natural beauty or historic interest (one In 
the vicinity of Belfast) have already been 
offered to the Trust, and negotiations in 
reference to these are now proceeding. 

The Right Hon. M. M. M‘Causland, in 
an interview to-day, informed me that the 
committee was hopeful of receiving generous 
financial support in Northern Ireland. The 
National Trust had promised that all the 
money subscribed in Northern Ireland would 
be returned for carrying out the committee's 
activities in the North, 

“It is a fine opportunity,” said Mr. 
M‘Causland, “' for anyone who has land which 
is of natural beauty or property of historic 
interest, and who does not wish to see it 
sold, possibly for building purposes, to have 
it transferred to the National Trust and 

reserved for the benefit of the people of 
Northern Ireland in perpetuity. It is hoped 
that the Government of Northern Ireland will 
follow the policy adopted in Great Britain, and 
introduce a bill in the Northern Parliament 
to provide for exemption from death duties 
on property given over to the Trust.”’ 


OFFERS INVITED 


Mr. M‘Causland added that the Nationa! 
Trust had under its control in Great Britain 
55,000 acres, but as yet had no property in 
Northern Ireland. Kanturk Castle, County 
Cork, was handed over many years ago, and 
is now under the control of the National 
Monuments Committee of the Irish Free 
State. | 

Mr. M‘Causland said that the Northern 
Committee was anxious to consider offers of 
open spaces and beauty spots, including 
mountain or arid areas, glens, demesnes or 
beaches, which would be preserved for~ public 
use, In some instances, as in England, a 
small charge might be imposed on the public 
to preserve and maintain the houses or 
estates. A great many properties had been 
handed over in England which were either 
self-supporting or had been provided with 
an seiderranaths fund by the donor for their 
upkeep or preservation. 

Captain J. P. Perceval-Maxwell said that 
the fact that the National Trust had been 
willing to agree to the formation of a 
Northern Ireland Committee was a great 
tribute to the interest which the people in 
England were taking in Northern Ireland.

, Although no preparation for the sug- 
vested Locarno meeting on October 19th 
or 20th has yet been made through diplo- 
matic channels, nevertheless departmental! 
preparatory work is understood to have 
reached quite an advanced stage in 
London, says Reuter.. This should enable 
the British Government to set the ball 
rolling as soon as the date and place have 
been agreed on. 
The view is still taken in London that 
the West cannot be entirely separated from 
the East in these discussions. The 
communiqué of July 23rd provided for 
‘‘ other matters ’’ coming “' necessarily ”’ 
under discussion at a later stage if progress 
could be made over a new Locarno. 
Air limitation is regarded as important, 
and this necessarily involves Soviet 
Russia, as the size of the Russian Air 
Force is inevitably taken into German 
calculations. Moreover, air limitation is 
an essential condition for a Western air 
pact. 
Perhaps the chief bargaining counter 
which Britain will possess at a Locarno 
Conference .is her ability to extend to 
Germany the guarantee of the Rhine 
frontier at present given under a temporary 
arrangement only to France and Belgium, 
As to colomes, the basis of calculation 
is still the statement of March 7th—that 
the qtiestion of colonial equality should be 
adjusted “within a reasonable time ’’ 
after Germany joins the League, 
Owing to the possibility of a considerable 
modification in the European situation if 
a- Locarno Conference were successful, 
Britain will probably not formulate any 
far-reaching or very definite suggestions 
for the reform of the League at the coming 
League Assembly meeting. . 
It is expected that the Sixth, or 
Political, Committee of the League will be 
charged with reviewing the various pro- 
posals for League reform, and the British 
ideas may only be made known to this 
Committee, and not circulated in the form 
of a memorandum. :

Three Repertory Theatres 


Dublin now occupies what must surely 
be a unique position in having three 
repertory theatres in full production—the 
Abbey, the Gate and the Torch. The 
Abbey is now in its thirty-second year, 
and has not only achieyed for itself the 
proud title of ‘‘ The National Theatre ey 
at home, but it has also been acclaimed 
throughout the world as a definitely Irish 
contribution te the world theatre. Not yet 
quite ten years old; the Dublin Gate 
Theatre has achieved a great reputation 
at home by its contributions to theatrical 
art, but its reputation is also now spread- 
ing abroad through visits to London and 
Egypt last year. The Torch is the newest 
of Dublin theatres, being not yet two 
years old. During its first season, under 
the directian of Mr. Charles L. Keogh, it 
made a place for itself by revivals of old- 
time melodrama. It has re-opened under 
new direction. and with a new policy. The 
new managing director is Mr. Hugh 
Hyland, who was familiar to all. theatre- 
goers until about a year ago as the resi- 
dent manager of the Gaiety Theatre. 
Under Mr. Hyland’s direction, it is the 
intention to stage at the Torch Theatre a 
selection, of plays of all periods and 


countries, each play for a week, with a- 


company of some thirty artists. 


Adaptation of Cheatres 


A peculiar thing about the three 
repertory theatres in Dublin (writes a 
correspondent) is that all have been 
adapted from other uses in the past. 
Everyone knows that the Abbey Theatre 
was adapted from the buildings which 
were once the City Morgue and the 
Mechanics’ Institute, where inquests were 
held and where, next door, a variety 
entertainment flourished for a long time. 
In the famous Rotunda Buildings the 
Dublin Gate Theatre occupies what was 


once the Concert Hall, in which musical 


entertainments and competitions were pre- 
sented over a very long period. The newest 
theatre, the Torch, in Capel street, is 
located in what was known for forty or 
fifty vears as the Trades Hall, in which 
the trade union niovement in Dublin had 
its headquarters. It ceased to be used as 
trade union headquarters some twenty 
years ago, and for a jong time the fine 
hall was almost unused. In addition to 
meetings connécted with trade union and 
associated matters, the hall was used 
frequently for entertainments, and large 
audiences assembled there for concerts and 
recitals The acoustic properties of the 
Trades Hall are excellent, as befits a piace. 
originally designed for the purposes of 
speech-making, and every word can be 
distinctly heard’in all parts.

St. Bernard Pay 


Mr. Hilton Edwards is living strenuously 
these days; for he is putting the final 
touches to his production of the St, 
Bernard play. This work is to be pre- 
sented at the Dublin Gate Theatre on 
Tuesday. Adapted from an old miracle 
play, by Henri Gheon, and translated by 
Sir Barry Jackson, it is a drama certain 
to be appreciated in Dublin. After a 
successful run in England, it. has been 
translated into Irish by Mr. Liam O’Brien. 
and played at the Gaelic Theatre in 
Galway. 

In the Dublin Gate Theatre presenta- 
tion Micheal MacLiammoir is playing the 


part of St. Bernard, and Mr. Edwards is 
‘the comic character of the piece. There is 
a large cast. St. Bernard was a great 
preacher of the eleventh century, who 
.afterwards became associated with the 
Cistercian Order. . 

The play deals with the early life of the 
saint, when his friends are intent upon his 
marriage. But St. Nicholas, it seems, 
intervenes to save him from such a fate. 
The menu at the proposed marriage feast 
strikes me as a very tempting one to 
resist. According to what I heard, there 
was to be trout, followed by almost a dozen 
other courses, and particular mention is 
made of almond paste. 


A Pinch of Snuff 


An effort to revive the snufi-taking 
habit is (writes a correspondent) to be 
made by a company which has recently 
been registered in England with a capital 
of £100, under the name, ‘‘ Ye Ancient 
Order of Snuff Takers, Ltd.” The objects 
of the company are to encourage the use 
of tobacco snuff among the people of the 
world, and restore the abit of conviviality 
of ancient days; to buy, sell and deal in 
all commodities and apparatus of and in- 
cidental to the furtherance of the use of 
tobacco snuff. I don’t know whether the 
tobacco manufacturers are behind this 
concern or not, but it is, I believe, a fact 
that snuff-taking has declined consider- 
ably in recent years. In fact, one rarely 
sees a snuff box now, although some 
twenty or more years ago, they were in 
certain districts—principally among fac- 
tory workers—as common a sight as are 
ladies’ powder boxes to-day. tter ven- 
tilation and better conditions of employ- 
ment in industrial areas are, it js stated, 
responsible for the practical abolition of 
the snuff-box. In the North of England, 
however, especially among the cotton- 
workers of Lancashire, the taking of a 
por of snuff is still very prevalent, and 

understand that one of our Free State 
tobacco factories still does a considerable 
business in supplying mentholated snuff to 
Lancashire women workers. 

Snuff-taking was not always confined 
to manual or industrial workers. The 
habit worked its way in among the 
nobility and clergy, and if I remember 
correctly, one of our greatest snuff-takers 
in his day was His Eminence Cardinal 
Logue. Even in Dublin to-day one of the 
city’s most popular clergymen will also 
greet you with a pinch of snuff. 


ACass Production 


Among the new buyers who emerged at 
the Doncaster Sales this week is a most 
remarkable South African breeder. This 
is Mr. Henry Nourse, who first made his 
presence felt early on Tuesday morning, 
when a filly from the Sezincote Stud fell 
to his bid of 1,200 guineas. In South 
Africa Mr. Nourse breeds to lease. He 
keeps scores of brood mares, and leases 
the progeny to race. It often happens 
that almost every horse in a race.on the 
South African track belongs to Mr.

Slane Castle 


Slane Castle, the scene of one of this 
week’s important Irish weddings, is a home 
with an interesting past. he present 
building is only about two hundred years 
old, but it is built on the site of the very 
early stronghold of Sir Christopher Flem- 
ing.

Slane Castle has many associations with 
Royalty; for George IV. stayed there 
luring his visit to thts country in 1821.

Baauparc during his Jast visit to Ireland. 
The grounds of Slane Castle contain a 
holy .well dedicated to St. Erc, to which 
the faithful in the district are allowed 
access on patron day.

NE might be inclined to dismiss the 
[) city ot half a million inhabitants, 
electrified, mechanised, industrialised, 
from a survey vf Irish folklore. Nothing 
would be: more unjust. Dublin City is 
usiqueg jnot merely for its historical and 
antiquarian interest, but still more for its 
wealth of unwritten lore, traditional history, 
customs and habits, relics of town life under 
a different order of things, that can still be 
discovered among the poor people who live 
in its slums along the quays and under the 
shadow of Dublin Castle and the twin 
Cathedrals. ‘ 
Ig the Iveagh Buildings I once came across 
a travelling pedlar whose family histor 
would form the plot of a _ super 
historical novel. ‘The founder of his 
branch of the O’Byrne family left 
Gienmalare about the year 1600, went to sea, 
was captured by pirates, and carried into 
slavery at Algiers. An expert horseman, he 
accompanied the Bey on hunting expeditions, 
und on one occasion saved the life of the Bey's 
daughter when she was attacked by a wild 
beast. For this service the Bey instructed 
him in the secret processes of tempering 
Algerian steel, and sent him home with a 
large sum of money. 


GUARDED SECRETS 


Settling at Dundalk, he built a house, which 
was long known as the Pirate’s Castle, Later

But you may not throw yourself on the 
grassy slopes to sleep in the open air in this 
enchanted glen. even though you feel drowsy 
in the afternoon sun. ‘Tis some passing elf 
that weighs your eyelids; and if you yield to 
the spell a greater and more potent. charm 
will surely bind you.

HAY CROP AND CEREALS 


The yields of first and 
were variable, but in sous eats” Te 
rather better than the weather conditions 
had led people. to expect; quality, however 
was on the whole inferior to that of last 
year. The rig of a considerable balanve 
oí the meadow hay had ina many 
cases to be postponed to enable the harvest- 
ing of the cereal crops to be’ undertaken 
and, consequently, oe is impracticable fo 
give any precise information regardi 7 
total yield of the hay crop. ig ná 
The harvesting of the cereal crop was car- 
ried out under practically ideal weather con- 
ditions, and with the exception of spring 
wheat, which was not expected to be reads 
for cutting until early in September. a good 
proportion of the crops had been saved at 
the close of the month. 

Wheat proved generally a satisfactory 
crop. The quality of the grain was reported 
to be average. With regard to yield, suffi- 
cient weighings had not been made to enable 
a reliable estimate to be formed, but from 
general Indications it was anticipated that 
the yield, while not up to last vear's ex- 
ceptionally high level, would not ‘fall much 
below the average of recent years. It was 
generally reported that the wheat crop had 
resisted the imelement weather much better 
than either oats or barley, and that very 
little tossing, or “ lodging,”’ of the crop was 
to be seen In any district. 

Reports regarding the oats and barlev 
crops are variable. From: the general tenor 
of the reports, however, it is anticipated that 
neither the guahty nor the yield of either 
crop will be un to last year's standard, but 
nevertheless, will not be much, if anything, 
below the average of the last ten years, 


THE FLAX CROP 


The flax crop was much tossed by the 
weather, and pulling was more difficult in 
consequence. At the end of the month the 
great bulk of the crop had been pulled and 
retted, and was —_ saved. Further work 
in connection with it was tponed to 
enable the harvesting of siilasie ka agate 
out, and hence there was no reliable informa- 
tion regarding yields. The crop bulked well, 
with, it is anticipated, average yields. 


ROOTS AND POTATOES 


_ Mangels and turnips made satisfactory 
growth, and looked promising at: the end of 
the month, although complaint was general 
of a greater prevalence of weeds than usual. 
which farmers had not much opportunity of 
clearing. Sugar beet was reported to be 
more promising than last year. Compara- 
tively few instances were reported of injury 
from “fly” or disease. 2 

The diggmg of second early potatoes was 
generally completed during August. Yield 
and quality were about average. About. 500 
tons were exported during the season. 

The main crop made good progress, 
having regard to the nature of the season. 
which favoured the spread of blight. Re- 
ports from every district indicate - that 
where spraymg was not carried out fre- 
cuently and thovremghly. the disease made 
very considerable headway, particularly 
during the latter half of the month. - Where 
spraying had been properly attended to the 
disease did verv little harm. On the. whole, 
indications pointed to an average yield. 


CATTLE AND SHEEP 


Cattle stocks were reported to be healthy- 
and in good average condition. The. various 
cattle fairs held during the month were well 
supplied. and the most marked demand was 
for good stores.

PIGS AND HORSES 


The number of pigs offered for sale at the 
various marketing centres in Saorstat Eireann 
during the month of August was about the 
same as in the preceding month. Average 
prices for pigs suitable for the bacon-curing 
industry varied around 57s. to 59s. per cwt, 
dead: weight, or approximately from 42s. 9d. 
to 44s. 3d. per cwt. on the live-weight basis. 
Bonhams were in good supply at from 15s. 9d. 
to 26s. each, according to age and quality. 
Breeding stocks were well maintained. 

Horses continued in good demand during 
the month at satisfactory prices, good work- 
ing horses making up to £35 each; troopers 
up to £50 and high-class hunters up to £200. 

The supplies of ‘milk’ which reached the 
creameries during August were up to the 
normal for the season. Milk deliveries to 
creameries during July realised an average 
price of .4.32d. per gallon, with the separated 
milk returned to producers. Milk collected 
in the counties adjacent to Dublin for re-sale 
in the city returned 7d. to 8d. per gallon to 
producers.

‘* going back to the war as soon as possible 
was my only chance of peace.” The bouk 
is divided into four parts. In the first 
Sherston is being won back to mental 
stability by the untiring labours of Rivers, 
the psychologist; in the second he is in 
Ireland, hunting in the country around 
Limerick; the third part gives his ex 
periences in Palestine and France in diary 
form; while the last part, called “ Final 
Experiences,’’ runs as an ordinary narra- 
tive. 

This book is something of a puzzle. The 
war-time experiences of George Sherston 
obviously are the war-time experiences of 
Mr. Sassoon. Why introduce the com- 
plication. of an imaginary and wholly 
valueless character? Then the third part— 
the Palestine diary—is so much better 
than the other three, that one cannot 
imagine it to have been written at the 
same time. Could it be that Mr. Sassoon 
himself believed so strongly in the un 
questionable value of this diary that he 
felt it necessary to write the three 
narrative parts to go with it? This theory 
very probably is true, since Mr. Sassoon, 
in “Final Experiences,’’ does make 
mention of an eld war diary. Anyway. 
however ‘‘Sherston’s Progress’’ was 
written, it is a cultured book, intelligent, 
quietly witty, with frequent passages of 
an almost poetic quality. It might have 
been a little bit more vital. 


New Guinea Gold 
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New C inea Gold. By Edmond Demaitre. 
London: Bles. 10/6 net. 


L)EACITE the changes which have taken 
place in recent, years, greatly to the 
discomfiture of the crocodiles in the 
Gazelle Peninsula and to the detriment oí 
the hitherto ample leisure of the various 
officials, the essential nature of New 
Guinea appears little. altered. Mr. 
Demaitre shows this all through his enter- 
taining book, wherein appears as full and 
penetrating account of this great myste- 
rious island as has been written these 
many years. The white inhabitants, ex- 
cluding those officials whom the wheel.of 
progress has spurred into. belated activity, 
are of just the same mind as of many 
years ago, and gold, with quinine and its 
medical variants as disease quellers, are 
the major topics of conversation. There 
is no cure for gold fever, the author 
implies, and he gives melancholy accounts 
of the tragedies and misfortunes which 
overtake those smitten with this malady. 

His accounts of the psychology and 
ethics of the New Guinean natives must 
bristle with new problems for . the 
specialist. According to Western ideals, 
there. is really something abnormal ina 
native who clubs to death a perfectly good 
and faithful wife and mother, simply 
because he was in a great rage, which had 
arisen without any apparent cause. The 
stories he tells, too, of the white man who 
was murdered because a green fly buzzed 
around him, and the Austrian whose love 
for music proved his downfall, suggest 
that the White Man’s justice will have 
to be modified considerably to deal 
adequately with such primitive beings for 
a generation or more at least. Then his 
tales of the bush telegraph ‘‘ which 
functions marvellously ” are enormously 
interesting, but do not satisfy the curio- 
sity of the stranger. One has to be satis- 
fied with telepathy as an explanation and

Smith based his economic theories on un- 
proved dogmas ; that bankers control their 
own money (sic) by issue of their own 
} bank notes; that the law of supply and 
demand is a myth to which agriculture 
has been sacrificed; that the economic 
crisis of 1931 was the result of the tradi- 
tional economic teaching; that three- 
fourths of Britain’s imports of food could 
be produced at home, thus doubling agri- 
cultural employment and output; and that 
the payment of interest on Argentine loans 
gives no employment in England. 


A Leg-pull? 


Having recovered more or less from the 
shock occasioned by these statements, the 
more intelligent reader will ask himself 
whether this book is to be taken seriously, 
or whether it is in the nature of a gigantic 
‘‘ leg-pull,’”’ practised at the expense of 
the tá sophisticated. Is it necessary to 
point out that if interest is not paid on 
Argentine and other foreign loans—in the 
only way in which such interest can be 
paid; i.e., by imports of chilled beef and 
the like—the British owners of these 
foreign investments will lose their money, 
which is, perhaps, a small matter in the 
eyes of the authors of this book? More 
important is the consideration that the 
investment of some £4,000,000,000 of 
British money in the Argentine and else- 
where constituted the fund out of which 
the makers of steel rails, dock equipment, 


and the like were paid for their 
services in making this important 
class of export goods in the past, 
and that, apart from rearmament, 


unemployment must. remain chronic in 
this department of Britain’s economic life 
unless, and until, the stream of foreign 
investment is renewed in something like 
its former volume. 


The Price to Pay 


Of course, it would be possible to scrap 
the major portion of the capital invested 
in export industries and shipping, and 
greatly to expand the production of food 
supplies at home provided the community, 
as a whole, is prepared to pay the price. 
The price would be in the first instance 
the break-up of what is left of the inter- 
national economy, a break-up which would 
be accompanied by world bankruptcy and 
world revolution, and at a later stage, as 
soon as the domestic implications of the 
new economic gospel made themselves 
manifest in Great Britain, revolutionary 
class war even in that country. 


Economic Insularity . 


Of all the absurd statements contained 
in this book the most absurd is the state- 
‘ment that “' we have no control over inter. 
national economic life,” implying that 
Britain can pursue a policy of economic 
insularity without troubling about its 
international consequences. These are 
some of the facts derived from tables con- 


tained in a very sensible book called 
“The Agricultural Dilemma,’’ published 
by P. 8. King and Son, Ltd. About half 


the world’s net imports of wheat now 
come to the United Kingdom, as compared 
with little more than a quarter ten years 
ago. About 80 per cent. of the world’s 
net imports of beef and veal now come to 
that market, as compared with less than 
60 per cent. ten years ago.” That country 
now absorbs about 75 per cent. of the 
world’s imports of butter. The propor- 
tion was less than 70 per cent. in 1925. 


/ 


Britain’s Influence 


External communities which have been 
developed by British capital have ‘‘a 
prescriptive right to dump surplus food 
products on the British market,’’ and 
Britain cannot deny that right without 
reversing the whole process of develop- 
ment of an _ international economy, 
which was a major feature of British 
economie policy in the past. In one aspect 
it would amount to a violation of the 
faith on which external communities have 
in the past committed themselves to a 
certain development of their economic 
resources, unbalanced from a local: or 
national point of: view, but comple 
mentary to that of Britain and the world 
economy as a whole. The ethical aspect 
is, perhaps, unimportant. There remains

QUESTION OF SEARCH 
WARRANT 


(BEFORE MR. L. PRICE.) 


The Suburban Club, Florence road, Bray, 
was prosecuted for breach of the rules of a 
registered club by allowing intoxicating 
liquor to be supplied and consumed on the 


premises. 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C. (instructed by 
Mr. J. M. Magee, solicitor), who ow 
om behalf of the club, submitted that as 
the order to search the club, which was issued 
by Superintendent O'Reilly, was undated, it 
was invalid and ultra vires. Aceording to 
the Act of 1924, the search must be made 
within twenty-four hours from time of issue 
of the order. In this case the order bore 
neither date nor time of issue. 
competent for the Guards to rely on evidence 
procured as a result of an invalid order. The 
secretary of the club called attention at the 
time to the defective order, but in spite of 
his protest the Guards persisted in making the 
search. 

Superintendent O’Reilly, who prosecuted, 
admitted that the search order was not dated 
or timed, but he submitted that they were 
entitled to give evidence of what they found, 
If they did an illegal act im procuring evi< 
dence, that was another day’s work. He 
mentioned that, in order to prove an 
offence under the Shebeening Act, officers 
committed an illegal thing in procuring drink 
in order to prove an illegal act. The Justice 
was entitled to hear evidence regarding the 
illega! thing done by the club. 

Mr. FitzGerald held that it was very un- 
fais and against the interests of justice to 
give information which was got on an invalid 
warrant 

Mr. Price said that he would. prefer. to let 
the question of the undated warrant be decided 
elsewhere. He would hear the evidence, but 
they need not go imto the matters that 
occurred after the warrant was read. .

The sergeant said that he told Mr. Devitt 
that he was entitled to take a copy, but not 
to seize it. 

Mr. FitzGerald said that, apart from the 
technical point, it was regrettable that this 
should have occurred. The club was carried 
on in an honourable way, and was the prin- 
cipal club in Bray; its membership was 
comprised of business and professional men. 
It had never been charged before with @ 
breach of the Act. 3 

Superintendent O'Reilly said that the bar 
should have been closed at 9230 p.m. on 
Saturday night. The club had a cond record.

The Bray Social Club, Main street, Bray, 
was prosecuted for supplying intoxicating 
liquor for consumption on the premises after 
hours, in contravention of the Act and of 
the club rules.

Some time ago the militia 
realised that they could not capture this 
ancient city by frontal attack, and 
promptly changed their tactics. Now trey 
are concentrating on the little town of 
Huesca, which is of great strategic valuc. 
If they can take this town—and reports 
regarding its actual possession are con. 
flicting—the fall of Saragossa will be only 
a matter of time. According to our Special 
Correspondent, Mr. L. T. Fleming, who 
just has returned from the Aragon front, 
Huesca constitutes the key to the military 
situation in Northern Spain. 
reason the anti-Fascist forces are doing 
everything in their power to capture it, 
and, if they succeed, the chances of a rebel 
victory will be reduced considerably. From 
the purely military point of view, General 
Franco’s army has many advantages. It 
has trained troops, led by experienced 
officers; it has artillery, which its 
opponents lack, and it is obtaining not 
only ammunition, but aeroplanes, from 
foreign sources. These advantages ought’ 
to ensure its ultimate victory; but the 
Government’s supporters are fighting with 
a ferocity that is almost without pre- 
cedent. 

In the whole history of modern warfare 
there never has been a more ruthless con- 
flict. than that which is being fought to a 
tragic finish in Spain. Civil wars always 
are cruel, as we in this country have 
learned to our cost; but the fighting in 
Spain knows no mercy. Even in Signor 
Mussolini’s campaign against the Abys- 
sinians there was some attempt to observe 
the elementary decencies of war; in Spain 
there is none. Neither side takes any 
prisoners—or if it does take them they are 
shot down like dogs on the spot. Neither 
side spares age or sex, and, as General 
Queipo di Llano declared, the word 
“ pity ” has been erased from the Spanish 
dictionary. We are sickened, as all 
civilised persons must be sickened, by the 
dreadful crimes that have been, and are 
being, committed in Spain. The organised 
murder of priests and monks by 
the anti-Fascists cannot be condemned 


sufficiently strongly, and their burn- 
ing of churches has been an out; 
rage upon civilisation. On the other 


hand, who can pretend to excuse the 
Badajoz massacre, the savage conduct of 
the Moors, or the murderous spirit of the 
Fascist generals? The whole business is 
unutterably beastly and unutterably sad. 
Possibly it was inevitable that sides should 
be taken by foreigners; but surely it was 
not necessary to gloat over atrocities, rea] 
and manufactured; to seek to inflame 
human passions; to revel in an orgy of 
horror and bestiality, and to treat the 
situation in Spain as if all the filth were 
on the one side and all the nobility on the 
other. We are glad to print to-day a 
number of extracts from an article in the 
current number of Blackfriars, an organ 
edited by the English Dominicans; for 
this article is informed by the real spirit 
of Christ’s Church. Men and women who 
profess the Christian faith must be 
horrified by the appalling things that have 
been happening in Spain ; but, if they are 
true to their religious beliefs; they must 
not seek to justify one crime by reference 
to another. Conditions in Spain are, and 
always have been, vastly different from 
conditions in Ireland. Yet our own ex- 
periences during the civil strife of 
fourteen years ago ought to make us in 
this country humble in our penitence, 
rather than arrogant and self-righteous in 
our judgments, 

However, the war in Spain may end, 
no good can result from it. It began as a 
military Putsch, not unlike many of the 
previous pronunciamientos in Spanish 
history ; but now it has become a struggle 
between two different kinds of tyranny— 
one a tyranny of the Right, and the other 
a tyranny of the Left.

Planned Industry 


The British people are willing to stand 
in queues, whereas we Irish prefer to 
make a mad rush for the tram; they obey 
traffic signals implicitly in circumstances 
where an Irish driver would try to slip 
round the policeman. Yet it is only in 
such small matters that the British take 
kindly to regimentation. Since the indus- 
trial revolution began they have fought, 
against the interfering hand 
Government, and only within the last 
decade—and then under the stress of 
adversity—has the hand begun to prevail. 
At the opening meeting of the third 
World Power Conference, in Washington, 
Sir Harold Hartley has given an idea of 
the part that “planning ” plays nowa- 
days in British industry. The surprising, 
but characteristically British, feature of 
this planning lies in the fact that it has 
come into effect not as a result of any 
positive decision, but spontaneously, and 
little by ~ little. The Governments of 
Russia, Italy and Germany conclude that 
a particular industry is needed, or that a 
particular industry is redundant; they 
speak the word, and the industry is 
established, or, as the case may be, dis- 
appears. The British Government never 
interferes—but the same effect is achieved. 
We do not profess to know how these 
things happen in Great Britain; the fact 
remains that, when there is need of an 
industry, it comes into being, and when 
the need has vanished the industry 
vanishes with it. Doubtless, this lack of 
positive planning is suited best to the 
peculiar genius of the British people. It 
is of a piece with their system of law, 
which, unlike the systems of continental 
peoples, is based upon no “‘codes,’’ but 
has evolved, to a large extent, from the 
pronouncements of judges over a period of 
centuries. Yet even Great Britain is un- 
likely to remain proof much longer against 
the “ planner.”” Her largest industry, 
agriculture, has been taken in hand, and 
is controlled by elaborate ‘‘ marketing 
schemes.’” Factories have been, and are 
being, built under the direct agis of the 
Government ; many manufacturing indus- 
tries have been “ rationalised’’; and 
wages and working conditions are no 
longer a matter for the individua] em- 
ployer. 
British industry will be organised as 
highly—though less obviously—than the 
industry of many “ planned’’ countries. 
When markets are gained and lost through 
the action of Governments, much of the 
responsibility for industry’s welfare must 
be thrown upon the Governments’ 
shoulders; and if they protect manufac- 
turers by tariffs, sooner or later the 
Governments will demand a finger in the 
industrial pie.. The progress towards 


“planning ” is not studied easily in the 


case of Great Britain; but in the Free 
State every step will be apparent. It will 
be interesting to observe how far the pro- 
cess will go. Will it be in the direction 
of Italy and Germany, or of the older 
England?

It hopes to create what 
are described as “ Coronation avenues ”’ 
of trees and flowers, leading into the

Derelict churchyards are 
to be transformed into gardens and play- 
grounds for children; a rock-garden is to 
be built in a London park, together with 
a model open-air theatre. Moreover, the 
club hopes to encourage the building of

Locarno Difficulties 


Great Britain has sent out. invitations 
to a Locarno meeting to take place on 
October 19th, but there is little certainty 
that a gathering will take Fan so soon. 
Objections are forthcoming from Germany 
and from Ytaly, and of a character show- 
ing that there is much behind them. Herr 
Hitler and his Government wish to be 
- full details as to the scope of the 

iscussions to be taken at the conference, 
and it is appreciated that the German 
leader is unwilling to talk about the 
situation in Europe generally at a con- 
ference attended only by five, or possibly 
fewer, Powers. Signor Mussolini also has 
strong views on the conference, and, if 
indications may be relied upon, he does 
not wish to attend any such internationa! 
gathering until the situation in Spain has 
cleared. 


Naval Agreements 


Naval questions are to be discussed at 
the Foreign Office on Tuesday next, when 
representatives of the British Government 
will meet delegates from the Finnish. 
Norwegian and Danish Governments. It 
is the desire of this country that. the 
Scandimavian countries, with Finland, 
shall adhere to the principles of the 
London Naval Treaty, the agreement to 
take the form of a bi-lateral arrangement. 
It is expected that the discussion will not 
be prolonged, as it does not include much 
of outstanding importance. 


Sir Samuel Hoare’s New Home 


Sir Samuel Hoare, the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, intends to take up his 
residence at Admiralty House on his 
return to London.

TELESCOPE - 


PROBLEMS IT MAY 
SOLVE 


SIR JAMES JEANS ON 
SMALLEST STAR 


QUESTION OF SPATIAL 
LIMITS 


IR JAMES JEANS last night told an 


audience at Southport of the wonders 
that may be revealed by a two hundred: 
inch telescope, now in process of construc- 
tion in California. The subject of his 
lecture was ‘‘ Some Problems of Present- 
day Astronomy.’’ 

The new telescope, he said, may solve 
the problem—whether space is curved and 
finite or is infinite. 

How big is space? he asked. The theory 
of relativity told us that space was curved, 
and that it curved back into itself, so that 
the total volume was finite, like the total 
area of the earth. A more mathematical 
interpretation said that space was not 
curved in the same way as the earth’s 
surface, but that it had a “ negative ”’ 
curvature and must. extend to infinity. 
This problem, he added, may be solved by 
the new two hundred-inch telescope which 
we "now possess. 

Motions of the nebulew suggested that 
space expands, but the diameter of space 
must be greater than 480 million light 
years. There was no doubt about that, 
because our telescope could probe space 
for 240 million light years in every direc- 
tion, and yet find no sign that there was 
a boundary to space anywhere near at 
hand. . : 

But if we could not see the boundary of 
space, we could try to fix its position by 
theoretical arguments. 


A BIG PROBLEM 


A measure of the mass of the electrons 
might tell us the mass of the whole 
universe and its radius. Sir Arthur 
Eddington, by very complicated mathe- 
matics, now hoped that he had 
carried this computation through to a 
successful issue. “Sir Arthur finds 
that even before the universe began to 
expand its radius was about 1,068 million 
light-years—four times the distance of the 
furthest nebule. 

What does it all mean? Here is one of 
the big problems of to-day for astronomy, 
for physics and for philosophy, 
Continuing, Sir James Jeans said that 
what was probably the smallest of all 
known stars had recently been discovered. 
Its radius was only about half that of the 
earth, but it probably contained nearly 
one million times as much substance. Its 
average density must be about 36 million 
times that of water, and a piece of it, 
the size of a pinhead, would break a man’s 
back. 

There were as many stars in the universe 
as there were grains of sand in the Sahara 
Desert—10,000 million million million. 
The telescope to which Sir James re. 
ferred is to be placed on Mount Palemar. 
It weighs 40 tons, is nearly 17 feet broad, 
and is estimated to cost nearly £2,000,000, 
The mirror, which will take three years 
to finish, weighs 20 tons. :

It 
is, however, none ‘the less true that the 
issue will be finally settled not on the 
very narrow platform of South African 
policy, but on the wider platform of world 
licy. 

“That is the place where one of those 
days the Union will have to make its 
voice heard.’’ 

The Bloemfontein Triend, however, says 
that Mr. Hofmeyr’s recent “ hands off 
Africa ” statement is not a final retort to 
Germany’s Colonial ambitions. The news- 
paper argues that some other way of 
satisfying Germany’s Colonial demands 
must be found, and it suggests that a way 
out may probably be found on the lines 
indicated by Sir Samuel Hoare in his 
speech to the League Assembly last year. 


ANTI-FASCIST 
ACTIVITY 


TWENTY ARRESTS IN ITALY 
From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. , 
ROME, Friday. 


It is now admitted in official quarters 
that about twenty persons were arrested 
at Terni, north-east of Rome, recently on 
charges of anti-Fascist activities. It is 
alleged that they had réceived money from 
abroad for propaganda. 

The arrested men were workmen at 
Terni, where there are important steel! 
works. There were no Fascists among 
them, nor have there been arrests else- 
where. 


SYMPATHY WITH SPAIN 


It is now reported that certain Fascist 
officials have been removed from their 
posts at Terni for failing to get to know 
‘about the trouble beforehand. 

It is rumoured that there have been a 
few. arrests in Rome, but there is no con- 
firmation of this. 

The arrested men are charged with 
spreading leaflets or chalking up phrases 
expressing sympathy with the Spanish 
Government. 


|U.S. JOURNALIST ORDERED 


TO LEAVE 


Mr. Henry Gorell, acting Chief Corre- 
spondent in Rome of a leading American 
news agency, is under orders from the 
Fascist Government to leave Italy within 
twenty-four hours. The reasoh given for 
the expulsion is that the agency published 
a report yesterday to the effect that a 
Communist organisation had been dis- 
covered in Italy and that many arrests 
had been made. 

Yesterday evening, immediately after 
hearing of the report, the Ministry of 
Press and Propaganda gave Mr. Gorell 
twenty-four hours to leave the country. At 
the request of the United States Embassy 
the” period was extended for another 
twenty-four hours.

EFFECTS OF THE WAR IN 
SPAIN 


From ReEvter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Friday. 

The important question of France’s 
colonial communications in relation to the 
Spanish civil war is understood to have 
been discussed at a meeting to-day of the 
Higher Mediterranean Council, under the 
presidency of M. Blum. 

M. Moutet, Minister of Colonies, subse- 
quently gave some indication of. the con- 
siderations which are occupying the 
authorities in an interview with L’Infor- 
mation, 

The Minister spoke of the eventuality, 
in a coming conflict; of the Straits of 
Gibraltar being closed, and suggested that 
France could be cut off from French 
North Africa by “ nests of marine vipers "’ 
in the Balearic Islands. : 

The Atlantic route from Africa to 
Bordeaux, he said, could be. controlled 
from Rio del Oro, which, it has been 
reported in Paris, has been offered to Ger- 
many in return for help to the Spanish 
Fascists. 

The Minister added: ' With present 
eyents in Spain, France’s communications 
overseas, and particularly with West 
Africa, are at stake, and with that goes 
our national existence.’

The vilest feature of modern warfare— 
viler than peison-gas, which kills only 
the body—is the spiritual poisoning of t 
masses (says the writer), and this most 
especially by the systematic arousing Mm 
entire nations of man’s basest and most 


soul-destroying passions of hate and 
revenge by Press, radio, camera and 
cinema. 


“The quasi-absolute warfare of to-day 
necessitates this spiritual corruption and 
degeneration of the civil population, and 
the dissemination of atrocity propaganda 
is its most effective form. The grim 
determination which must be maintained 
by every man, woman and child if the 
strains and horrors of modern warfare are 
to be endured, and if what is ironicall 
called their ‘‘ morale ” is to be sustained, 
needs to be nourished by harrowing 
accounts—true. false or embellished—of 
the crimes of the other side. Posters urged 
us to “ remember ” (not Christianwise, 
forgive and forget) Louvain, Scarborough, 
Edith Cavell, the Lusitania. Italians must 
be goaded by Ethiopian mutilations ; 
Ethiopians (and sanctionists) by Italian 
gas and Red Cross bombings ; Spanish 
Reds, by the memory of the brutalities of 
the Asturias; Spanish Whites, by that of 
the assassination of “ Fascist ’’ leaders, 
and (this is our point) of burning 
churches, butchered priests and violated 
nuns. 

Thus, deliberately and scientifically, the 
fever of revenge (still euphemistically 
called “ reprisal’? as a sop to Christian 
and humanitarian sentiment) is €en- 
kindled and fostered, the ethics of war 
are forgotten, and “war” becomes & 
demoniacal massacre, enflamed by the per- 
sonal hatred of whole peoples and classes 
—a thing, it needs to be said, which has 
nothing whatsoever to do with the Bellare 
of St. Thomas Aquinas. 


“INTOLERABLE ” 

That modern States and parties should 
be compelled to resort to this sort of thing 
is bad enough’ in all conscience. That 
Catholics as Catholics should participate 
in it and allow the spirit of hate and 
revenge to be exploited by capitalist Press 
Lords with approval from Catholic pulpits 
is intolerable. It should go without say- 
ing that the prayers and the most deeply- 
felt sympathy (the word is grotesquely 
banal) of Catholics throughout the world 
are with the Catholics in Spain during 


-the present almost unprecedentedly hideotts 


persecution. That a Catholic esprit de 
orps should, on that account, induce us 
to side with the insurgents, and have no 
sympathy whatever with the ‘“‘ rabble” in 
their resistance to what they believe (and 
their opponents seem to give them plenty. 
of reason to believe) to be the threat of 
an oppressive, murderous and reactionary 
tyranny, not only does not follow, but is 
fundamentally un-Christian. 

If butchered Spanish priests and 
religious are ‘‘ martyrs,’ indeed, then 
it is to God alone (continues the writer) 
that their blood cries for vengeance—the 
vengeance of His mercy. It is irrelevant 
to this that General Franco is a devout 
Catholic, known to Our Special Corre- 
spondent, and even that the ideology of 
the Red leaders is anti-God. The fact 
is that the struggle in Spain is a detest- 
able. and sinful business, and should be 
regarded as such by Christians. 

As to the religious persecution we and 
our Press cannot have it both ways. Either 
the Spanish priests and nuns. are 
“ martyrs ’’ or they are not. If they are, 
it is sacrilege to exploit their blood and 
sufferings to enflame fratricide, or to bait 
foreign intervention on behalf of the in- 
surgents. If they are not—but who will 
say they are not? 


“ MUST GOD GO FASCIST?” 
Under the caption ‘‘Must God «go 


Fascist?” the Dominican writer con- 
tinues:—The temptation for Catholics to 
give moral and material support to the 
Spanish insurgents in their struggle with 
the common enemy of the Communized 
Left is but one form of a larger problem, 
which, owing to the chan ed tactics of 
Moscow in the formation of United Fronts 
and the consequent new political group- 
ings, is rapidly becoming an acute one. 
On the legitimacy of participation in 
the new United Fronts of the Left 
authority has spoken unnesitatingly and 
unmistakably, and events in Spain have 
rapidly justified the rightness of its pro- 
hibition. (It may be remarked, in passing, 
that this is not a merely continentat issue ; 
it may very soon become critical for the 
consciences of British trade unionists and 
Labourjtes.) But United Fronts of the 
Left engender United Fronts of the Right, 


and the question of the legitimacy and’ 


desirability of co-operation with Fascism 
becomes pressing.

PROBLEM FOR CATHOLICS 


‘ The problem facing all true Catholics _ 


is ..... whether they can in conscience 
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nat denies civil and political liberties, 


in ts for asserting or, in any case, 
‘defending moral values in public life... . 
whom 
e problem-of choice no longer exists. It 
“exists instead for the Catholics of France, 
Spain (alas it seems no longer), Belgium, 
ae and elsewhere, and even in Eng- 
nd, where British Fascism finds no few 
‘sympathisers among young Catholics. Do 
Catholics find that the Fascisms of the 
Various countries (whatever name they 
may adopt) possess that minimum of 
morality, without which membership, or 
‘even support, must transform itself into a 
“co-operation in evil,’ in the sense in 
which the phrase is used by fnoralists ?”’ 
Continuing, the writer in Blackfriars, 
in a section headed “ The Genesis of God- 
hatred,’’ asks:—‘‘ But why this féverish, 
insensate hatred of religion among the 
Spanish mob? For ourselves, we believe 
that the answer to that is something 
to fill us with shame and fear, rather 
than righteous indignation. For when 
we have said all that has been said— 
the Spanish Church’s relative indifference 
to social evils, her political associa- 
tions, wealth, clerical privileges (all 
apt to be exaggerated)—much still 
remains to be explained. Marxist 
agitators? But can we believe that these 
would have such success were there not 
some deep-seated resentment to agitate? 
Even the fact that those of the clergy 
who, directly or indirectly, live on divi- 
dends are, willy-nilly, and even in spite 
of themselves, dragged into the class- 
struegle on the side of Capital (a fact 
which, in their seclusion and indifference, 
they are too apt to forget) does not. wholly 
explain these happenings. 


“BOURGEOIS. RELIGION ” 


We have to explain the fact that 
men and women who yesterday were, 
at least nominally, Catholics are to- 
day swept by a frenzy of hatred, 
not merely against ecclesiastics, but 
against the Church, against religious 
emblems, altars, the Host (witness 
the photograph of a firing squad expend- 
ing precious ammunition on a monster 
statue of the Sacred Heart). The hatred 
of a Nero, a Marx, a Lenin for 
Catholicism is milk and water compared 
with that of the ex-Catholic, whether its 
expression be purely literary or through 
physical violence. The fact is notorious; 
what is the explanation? We make no 
particular _ reflections on Spanish 
Catholicism—and we are well aware of 
the heroic sanctity of many Spanish 
Catholics, even before the persecution— 
when we suggest that the answer is to be 
found in the rottenness of conventional 
bourgeois religion, which crushes the 
spirit of man. 

Under the side-heading of ‘‘ Scandal- 
phobia,’’ the writer says:—It is, we 
believe, to the spiritual rottenness of 
“respectable ’’ bourgeois religion that we 
must look for the ex-Catholic’s peculiar 
detestation of Catholicism. - - Originally, } 
and still theologically, scandal-giving 
means putting a stumbling-block in the 


. way of others and inducing them to sin. 


Nowadays it has come to mean not doing 
anything to hurt one’s own individual or 
corporate reputation—and in practice 
often comes to mean not doing anything 
valuable or creative at all. 


“SYSTEMATIZED HUMBUG” 


It is a purely negative and negativing 
“‘ virtue,” though it sometimes assumes a 
nauseating positive form of systematized 
humbug under the name of “ giving edifi- 
cation.” . Under a Scandalphobian 
régime thedlogy dies. Instead of beinz 
fides quaerens intellectum, the adventnrous 
search for the discovery of new im- 
plications of God’s revelation and its ap- 
plications to new situations and problems. 
it becomes the parrot-like repetition of 
old formulas. 

The article in Blackfriars iconcludes :— 
The Rothermere Press has sent. prepaid 
telegram forms to the clergy inviting 
““support ’’ in their “‘ efforts to make clear 
to the British people the campaign of the 
Reds in Spain against Christianity and 
civilisation.” But the Osservatore Romano 
remains firmly neutral and anti-inter 
ventionist, a Catholic Spaniard in Sepf

EN of science attending the British 
M Association Conference at Blackpool 

‘on Thursday tasted of the pleasures 
that await one in the amusement park. The 
psychology section reaped the benefit of their 
experience to-day, when several speakers told 
the meeting why the Fun Fair wields so 
potent an attraction. 

Mr. Frauk Thomas, of Blackpool, analysed 
the ‘‘thrill” of the “Big Dipper,’’ "the 
Grand National,” “Jack and Jill,’ and 
other like amusements. Their most obvious 
function is, he said. to place their patrons 
in a situation which, if it occurred in a 
vehicle in ordinary life, would be fraught 
with extreme physical danger, but which, 
in this instance, offered a an infallible 
means of escape. On any of these con- 
trivances you sit in a car over which you 
have no control—a car which then proceeds 
to behave alternatively in reasonable and 
in absolutely nightmare fashion, the reason- 
able phases enhancing, of course, the emotions 
of the other. But whether you were being 
hurtled down an appearing precipice or. being, 
so it seemed, half flung from the car, just 
when the climax of danger had been achieved, 
you found yourself once more, if only momen- 
tarily, safe. : 

Fear could be commercialised on the plea- 
sure beach in another way, and this time it 
scemed to be linked with the exploration 
curiosity propensity, and to take the form 
of the fear of the unknown, combined with 
curiosity to elucidate it. This combination 
of motives could be manifested in two ways 
superficially different. The first was ex 
emplified by such contrivances as the ‘‘ Ghost 
Train’’ and the “ Noah’s Ark,” from both 
of which weird and intimidating noises 
emerged, inviting the bolder and more curious 
to venture in, to risk they don’t know quite 
what until they have paid and been in to see. 

Examples of the second type of fear- 
curiosity combination were provided by the 
character and handwriting readers, who first 
stimulated and then allayed fear of the un- 
known. fear of the future, and satisfied 
curiosity about them. 

Referring to games of skill—particularly 
the more violent ones, such as hitting a 
knob with a heavy mallet—Mr. Thomas 
said that these offered an obvious outlet 
for any unsublimated aggressiveness.. 
Conscious or unconscious dislike of a fore- 
man or an overseer, aggression towards a 
rival, and rebellion against familial re- 
straint, or even against traffic congestion,

The Northern farmers can rely on informa- 
tion disclosed by them to the police in the 
annual taking of “‘tillage’’ returns will re- 
main private in all circumstances was majle 
plain yesterday in the Ulster Bankruptcy 
Court, when Lord Justice Andrews held that 
such returns were ' privileged,’’ and could 
not be demanded for production in court. 

The matter arose when the adjourned 
examination of the witnesses in the matter 
of James King, farmer, Ivy Lodge, Clonalig, 
Culloville, County Armagh, a bankrupt, was 
reached. 

Mr. Isaac Copeland, for the official assignee, 
said that application had been made to the 
Ministry for particulars of certain tillage 
returns, but the information—which. the 
Court had ordered to be supplied—was de 
clined and’ privilege was claimed. 

Dr, Mills, Crown solicitor, for the Minister 
of Agriculture, said that he was instructed 
by the Minister to say that, while he was 
most anxious to assist the Court, it would 
be contrary to the public interest to disclose

Past action of Union in Ireland best 
proof of this £1,000 grantedis for medical 
and humanitarian requirements, with de- 
finite instructions that médical supplies are 
to be available for either side whoever are 
the victims of the awful struggle. I deplore, 
like every good citizen, shooting of hostages 
and destruction always associated with civil 
wars, 

Am firmly convinced that action of great 
trade union movement, as expressed through 
its Congress, which has kept its head and 
used all its influence in manner most cal- 
culated to receive restoration of sanity 
and maintenance of ordered government, is 
justified. At All-Ireland conference I will 
explain in detail steps we have taken as a 
union In all wars, and particularly civil 
wars, | have conceived it my duty to take 
all possible steps that in the end will mini- 
mise evil effects of war. Union also firm in 
its opposition and resistance to dictatorships, 
both Communist and Fascist.—Ernest Bevin.””
